31st.  December,  1958. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  VISITS 


During  the  year  2,643  inspections  and  visits  have  been 
made  in  connection  v;lth  Official  Duties.  These  are 

divided  as  follows  i-

DRAINAGE  AND  SERTIRAGE 

The  built  up  portion  of  the  District  is  sewered  and 
with  the  exception  of  a  fev;  outlying  houses  and  farms, 
which  are  removed  from  such  sewers,  the  whole  of  the  houses 
in  the  District  discharge  to  pipe  sewers  which  are  connected, 
via  storage  tanks  and  pumping  stations,  to  two  controlled 
outlets  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Teign.  No  extensive 

alterations  or  additions  were  made  to  the  system  during  the 
year . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  Am  PIS POSAL 

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.  Collection  of  refuse  from  all  private 

properties  is  executed  once  weekly  by  tv/o  "Karrier  Bantam” 
Refuse  Vehicles,  w/lth  assistance  by  the  Surveyor's  or 
hired  lorries  during  the  summer  season  vi^hen  tv/lce  weekly 
collection  from  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  is  essential. 

The  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  from  Shops  at  a  charge  of 
6d  per  bln  or  equivalent  amount  of  cardboard  or  paper  has 
been  continued  tlirough  the  year,  with  satisfactory  results 
in  the  removal  of  offensive  refuse  from  Pood  Premises,  etc? 

Tipping,  of  house  and  trade  refuse,  by  controlled 
methods  is  at  the  Council's  Tip  at  Broadmeadow,  Y/hlch  it 
is  proposed  eventually  to  convert  to  an  extensive  level  area^ 
capable  of  accommodating  football  grounds,  cricket  pitches, 
tennis  courts,  etc?  which  are  badly  needed  in  the  District. 
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POOD  INSPECTION 


There  are  no  licensed  or  registered  slaughterhouses  in 
the  District  and  all  meat  is  brought  to  the  Town  from 
slaughterhouses  at  Newton  Abbot,  Exeter,  etc  . 

During  the  year  232  visits  have  been  paid  to  food  promises 
and  513  tins  and  packets  of  various  foodstuffs,  weighing 
approximately  1065  lbs.  have  been  condemned.  The 

following  quantities  of  other  foods  were  also  surrendered  !-

human  food.  No  legal  action  was  necessary  in  regard 

to  any  of  the  above. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 

As  far  as  possible  in  conjunction  with  other  duties 
inspections  have  been  made  of  food  promises  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations..  Various 

Improvements  have  been  made  on  request  at  different  types 
of  premises  and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
institute  any  legal  proceedings  throughout  the  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


No  major  rat  Infestations  were  discovered  during  the 
year  and  there  was  no  indication  of  any  serious  invasion  of 
the  Council's  sevi/ers  .  Treatments  of  the  minor 

infestations  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
suggestions  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Pood. 

During  the  tewelve  months  ended  the  31st.  March,  1959 
97  premises  wore  treated  for  the  eradication  of  raes  and/or 
mice,,  with  satisfactory  results.  These  trea.tments 

Including  inspections  made  of  other  proporbics  to  establish 
the  degree,  if  any,  of  infestation,  necessitated  348  visits 
by  the  Council's  Rodent  Operator. 

RENT  ACT,  1957 

During  the  year  9  requests  for  the  issue  of  Certificates 
of  Disrepair  were  received  from  tenants  and  37  visits  were 
made  to  various  promises  in  this  connection. 

HOUSING 


Twenty  nev;  tenants  have  been  accommodated  during  the 
year  in  vacated  Council  premises,  l.e.  houses,  flats,  prefabs 
and  maisonettes.  As  far  as  possible,  with  the  premises 

available,  transfers  are  arranged  between  tenants  so  that  the 
size  of  the  house  concerned  is  in  proportion  to  the  size  of 
the  family.  Also  if  tenants  find  another  tenant  in 

circumstances  vi/hereby  a  transfer  between  them  can  case  the 
problem  of  either  overcrowding  or  undcroccupation,  the  Housing 
Allocations  Committee  endeavours  to  make  a  mutual  exchange 
possible.  However,  the  list  of  applicants  for  the 

tenancies  of  Council  premises  shows  no  sign  of  reduction -

WATER  SUPPLY 


V/ater  Engineer’s  report  for  the  year  ended  31st.  Decembero  1958 

The  supply  to  the  District  was  continuouSy  although  pressures 
varied  in  the  higher  levels  due  to  the  inahility  to  obtain  a  full 
supply  from  the  Paignton  Urban  District  Council  as  in  1957.  There 
was  no  water  restriction,  as  it  was  a  very  wet  summer.  The  town 
was  again  bed  direct  from  the  trunk  main  between  the  23rd.  June 
and  the  20th.  September  and  a  supply  taken  from  the  Torquay  Corp¬ 
oration  between  the  1 2th.  July  and  the  3rd.  September.  Hazeldown 
Reservoir  did  not  fill  until  the  4th.  October. 

The  booster  station  and  pump  was  built  during  the  summer  and 
test  runs  virere  made  on  the  11th.  September,  but  owing  to  a  delay 
in  the  delivery  of  the  machinery,  boosting  could  not  be  carried 
out  during  the  Summer  as  anticipated. 

The  new  Coombe  Reservoir  in  ¥i±ll  Lane  v/as  coii^jleted  and  put 
into  coirmission  on  the  25th,  September,  This  nov/  means  that 
after  a  great  number  of  years,  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District, 
supplied  with  mains  v;ater,  is  receiving  its  supplies  from  service 
reservoirs  and  the  construction  of  this  reservoir  completes  the 
re-organisation  and  improvement  of  the  distribution  system 
recommended  in  my  report  dated  August,  1954* 

The  revision  of  the  system  with  a  view  to  waste  detection 
and  the  improvement  of  bulk  supplies  and  trunk  mains  are  matters 
which  have  been  superceded  in  view  of  the  possible  transfer  of 
the  Water  Undertaking  to  the  Torquay  Corporation  under  the  Govern¬ 
ment  proposals  for  the  formation  of  Regional  Authorities  impend¬ 
ing  at  the  time.
